RIGHT-HANDED ONE-ARM SHOTS .
DISPEL PORTSIDE GOLF AIDE

By GRANTLAND RICE

W comea Louls Martucel, the Esasex

County profeasional, to show that o
man ecan even lose an arm and still hold his
own with the best, not as a moderate
playar, but as one good anough ta go out in
36 and coms back In 32 for a wpley 068!
Which Is just what Louls did at the recent
professional tournament.

We witched Martucel at play over Van
Cortlandt and his game was almost bayond
balleving. He has a powerful right forearm,
and with this Is abls to get fine distance by
whipping the club through at top speed,
taking o full wallop at thae sphere,

The thirteenth hole at Van Cortlandt is
200 yards, uphill, with p small green banked
to the right. Good distance and fine accuracy
ars both required to get there and atny
thera. Yet Martucel three times In succes-
slon plunked his drive on the green. We
saw him make an eoven niors remarkabls
shot than this. At the next hole he drove
220 yards, but hooked his tea shot into the
heavy rough—rough nt least 10 inches high
and excessively thick., 'This left him a plteh
of 80 yards to the green. Taking a heavy
nibllck he tore through the thick grass and
not only got the ball out, but lifted It high
into the aly, dropplng It on the grean only
elght feet from the pln, where he rimmed
the cup for a il

One-Handed Putting

One-handed putting lsn't so hard to un-
derstand, Any one who has played golf has
frequently tapped the ball into the cup
from three or four feet away and found the
shot a simple one. We wouldn't be sur-
prised to see o man adopt this one-handed
gtyle and Improve his putting—on ehort
putts, anyway-—for there would be only one
hand to control. Martucel |s certainly an
exceptionally good putter, us he hits the
ball firmly and plways glves It a chance,

“I believe this golf of Martuccl's ex-
plodes the old theory"” suyn Jerry Travers,
“that the main stroke In golf 1s deliverad
with the left arm. Wao have all been told
that, but I doubt It now very much. Mar-
tucel ecould nover get anything lke the
distance he does with a left-hand back-
handed swing. 1 belleve the main punch In
golf comes from the right weist and right
forenrm and that the left hand s the guld-
ing instrument. 1 don't bellevs any long-
driving golfer such as OGullford or Bob
Gardner could get the terrific distance they
maks by any back left-handed stroke.”

Any one who watches Martucel play
would certainly judge at once that golf was
n right-handed game, s this pro. gets re-
sults with such apparent ease, belng able
to play any shot called for with no left
arm to work with,

The Right Hand Punch

We know of another golfer who had his
left hand badly cut. When he started out
to play again the wounded hand was still
wealkk and tander, s that he waa barely
sbla to put it on the club In fact, ha
used only the Arst two flugers of Lhis
hand in gripping, playing practically an en-
tire right hand shot, Much to his surprise,
he was able to get about as long & ball e

e
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he had ever gottsn with both hands In

shape,

There are probably In this country now
more than 800,000 golfers who have used
two hands and two good arms In a valn
endeaver to break an 90 "They have spent
years at the game with two hands, sl
making from 85 to 125 aw!ngs to the round.
When these wit down and ponder on the
fout that Martueel, with one hund, was able
to breeze along for a @8, there must be &
Birong temptation on the part of many not
to have the left arm cut off poasibly, but
to diseard It in the golf stroke for a whils
to observe just what will take place, A
good many of these would certiinly do no
worse. And they would very llkely Nnd that
thelr short game, at feast, might be Ime
proved by reducing the complexity
arlses from having to control two hands Ine-
etend of one. In this way they would have
to lst the club head do more of the worls,
